TOURNAMENT HISTORY 
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The Concordia Invitational Women's Basketball Classic 
has grown in size and stature since its inception in 
1972, as a four-team tourney. Originally called the 
Loyola Women's Invitational basketball tournament, it 
has continued to gain prestige as the most outstanding 
collection of women's basketball teams. 


Dalhousie won the first invitational, defeating the 
Waterloo Athenas 61-47 in the final game. The Tiger- 
ettes' Joan Selig was named Most Valuable Player and 
joined teammates Rose Johnston and Helika Hudoffsky 
on the All-Star team. 


Queens College of New York City breezed through the 1973 
tourney, winning their three games by a total of 76 points. 
Debbie "The Pearl" Mason's 51 points and her ballhandling 
wizardry won her the MVP selection. 


1974 was the Year of Laurentian, as Norm Vickery's Vees 
shocked Queen's 46-41, then made easy work of Winnipeg 
and Lakehead. Loyola's Liz Silcott was the Tournament's 
Outstanding Player, netting 63 points, while Winnipeg's 
Chris Critelli set the standing tournament's scoring 
record of 71 points. 


Southern Connecticut became the second American champion 
two years ago, defeating Laurentian 59-54 behind their 
powerful center and tournament MVP Marnie Dacko.

Outstanding individual performances were turned in by 
Nancy Knowlton of St. Mary's,who scored 69 points in 
two losing efforts, and Kim Hansen, whose 56 point 
three-game effort placed her on the All-Star team, for 
the second consecutive year, along with Laurentian's 
Anne Hurley. 


The 1976 tourney was perhaps the most competitive and 
exciting to date with 14 members of the Canadian Nat- 
ional teams in action ... three of the eight teams 
competing, later advanced to the nationals, including 
the national champion Laurentian Vees. Concordia 
sparked by the outstanding performances of Liz Sil- 
cott, Sylvia Sweeney and Elaine Betchinski, upended 
the Vees 72-67 in a close, exciting, final before a 
SRO crowd. 


Last year appeared to be a rematch of 1975 as Southern 
Connecticut and Laurentian once again locked horns in 
the final. Only this time Vickery's squad upended 

the Owls 60-54 behind Critelli and Jan Trombly. How- 
ever, the most exciting game of the tourney occurred 
in the semi-finals when Laurentian defeated U.N.B. in 
double overtime.
